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Anvrew Bonpz, a Physician of some eminence in 
the reign of Henry the Eighth, was the Author of the fol- 
lowing curious Tract. In his various publications he seems 
to have courted popularity by the jocoseness of his style, 
and which, it must be confessed, often degenerates into 
buffoonery. An ample account of his life and writings 
will be found in the New Edition of Wood’s Athenz Ox- 
onienses, edited by P. Bliss, Esq. vol. i. pp. 170, 182, and 
a copious Analysis of the present performance is given by 
Mr. Haslewood in the British Bibliographer, vol. iv. pp. 19. 
30; to these sources of information it may be sufficient to 
refer the reader. 


The rarity of this Tract is such, that Mr. West was in- 
duced to believe that no other copy existed than the one in 
his collection: after his death it passed into the hands 
of Major Pearson; and at the sale of his library in 1788 
Mr. Bindley became the possessor. Since that period 
another has been discovered in the Chetham Library at 
Manchester :—these are the only copies known of the 
edition printed by Copland in Fleetestrete, at the signe 
of the Rose Garland. Of the edition printed by him 
in Lothbury a copy is in the Bodleian Library, among 
Selden’s Books, B. 5, 6, and from one in the publishers’ 
hands the present reprint has been executed; it is now 
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offered to the lovers of our early literature as one of the 
most curious popular books of the sixteenth century. 


The orthography has been strictly preserved, except in 
a very few instances, where an evident error of the press 
occurred. Fac-similes of the most material wood-cuts are 
given, and two new ones of costume (those of the Scotch- 
man and Frenchman) have been taken from the “ Recueil 
de la Diversité des Habits.” Paris 1562. 8vo.

And whan he 
had bꝛoken ye Camel to this vlage he monilched pe peo⸗ 
ple, ſaying that God wolde lende the a law wzitten in 
a booke, and to whome foeuer pe booke was brought 
vnto he ſhould be the pꝛophit of God, ct conduttor of ye 
people. Che Macomit did poynt a dap, and did conuo⸗ 
tate pe people together at a place wher he was vlid to 
feede a camel, by the which place was a great wood or 
wyldernes full of wylde beaſtes.
